This Office Action is in response to Amendment filed on 10/21/2009. 
Claims 1-21, 26, 38 have been cancelled. 
Claims 43, 45 have been withdrawn. 
Claims 22, 41 , 44 have been amended. 
Claims 22-25,27-37 and 39-42, 44 are pending. 
Remark of Applicants has been considered. 

Reason for allowance 

Claims 22-25, 27-37 and 39-42,44 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reason for allowance: None of the references of record teaches or 
suggests the claimed limitations a vertically integrated field effect transistor comprising 
a nanostructure grown up in a via hole from the bottom of the via hole introduced into 
the middle layer such that the grown nanostructure does not contact adjacent sidewalls 
of the via hole and among other limitations cited in claims 22, 41, and 44. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance".
